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show. This has hapoened to Couri on seve- 
ral occasions. "I think it's absurd!" he com- 
ments. When it was suggested that he 
Switch his program to Channel J, where the 
threat of preemption would be eliminated 
and sponsor advertising invited, Mr. Hay 
claimed that he is not interested in turning 
a financial profit from his show. "I went into 
public access television for a very strong 
reason! | want to do what | want, say what | 
want when !.want and how | want!" de- 
clared the Georgetown University graduate. 
! don't want anyone telling me what to 
do." Still he insists his show is good, clean 
fun. "| do not have a dirty program in any 
way. | do everything in the best of taste.— 
im a sophisticated cocktail manner." 
With that description, it' perhaps sur- 
prising to learn that in addition to ligures 
from show big-and the social world who 
most likely come 'to mind in relation to his 
four-year association with cable. Couri has 
also interviewed people like: Louise 
Neveison, Merce Cunningham, ihe iate 
Charles Revson, diet "revolutionist" Dr. 
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Atkins. Jonn Cage. Garson Kanin. and oth- 
ers who reflect a broader spectrum than is 
suggested by his trademarked "glamorous, 
glittering social reportage of New York 
Starring everybody." 

Avoiding a commercial show because of 
his fear of being censored, Couri's been 
writing a weekly celebrity gossip column 
for the National EnQuirer to support the pro- 
gram. "Before that," he confided, "funds 
Came fíom a privaté income of my own." 
However; th& financing for his Coty awards 
show*(whích has not yét been cablecast) 
was shared with Video Lab. "It was taped 
with the finé&t color equipment and techni- 
cians 'avaílable arid it cost $5,000," said 
Hay. He also personally. syndicates his 
how to-Los Angeles cable audiences.
